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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121. and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 34-54 & 65-72, drawn to A Dry Powder Inhaler with a means for 
Removing Powder Residue from a Flow Channel. 

Group II, claim(s) 55-64, drawn to A Dry Powder Inhaler with a Cap & Mouthpiece 
Interface for Simultaneous Cap Removal & Mouthpiece Preparation. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I & II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The residue 
removing means for a dry powder inhaler & the cap/mouthpiece interface mechanism 
are not common technical features that are both necessary/needed for operation in a 
single dry powder inhaler device. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Fig 5 - plurality of flexible fingers based powder disiodgement 
Fig 6 - loose element based powder disiodgement 

Fig 7 - Vibration based powder disiodgement based upon Triangle projections & 
flanges. 

Fig 8 -Vibration based powder disiodgement based upon biasing element. (94) 
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Fig 9 - Spiral/Helical element based powder dislodgement 
Fig 10 - Vibration based powder dislodgement based upon sharp contact b/t 
flanges. 

Fig 1 1 - Vibration based powder dislodgement based upon projections & flanges. 
Fig 12 - Vibration based powder dislodgement based upon a movable plug (142). 
Fig 13 -Scraper based powder dislodgement.

achieve this by different special technical features, e.g. contact elements that initiate a 
vibration based removal vs. Brush based vs. Flexible finger based etc.. 

6. A telephone call was made to Ms. Celia Lieber on 10 Jan 05 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
